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POISONED BUTTER. 


A New York Senate Committee, specially 
charged with a thorough investigation of 
the bogus butter business, has discovered 
and reported a deplorable state of affairs. 
Nothwithstanding the State law requiring 
oleomargarine, butterine and all such 
abominable substitutes for genuine butter 
to. be properly labeled, and making it a pun- 
ishable crime to sell them for anything but 
what they are, it seems that boarding-house 
keepers, hotel landlords and other viatualers 
have combined with the grocerymen and 
manufacturers to cheat consumers with un- 
wholesome imitations of butter which no- 
body would eat, knowing what it is. 

It is demonstrated that 40,000,000 pounds or 
about half of the alleged butter sold annually 
in New York contains hardly a perceptible 
trace of real butter, and comes mainly from 
the slaughter-houses of Chicago, where it is 
made of hog-fat, cotton seed oil and other 
kinds of grease, treated with nitric acid and 
other chemical agents to deodorize the ful- 
some materials and preserve them from de- 
composition. 

This stuff is invariably sold as “pure 
butter,“ and often palmed off asa “choice 
creamery.” The imitation in appearance and 
flavor is ao perfect as to deceive the average 
buyer and sometimes the expert. No retati 
dealer will ever admit that he handles a 
pound of it, and yet an old groceryman, 
thoroughly familiar with the trade, declares 
there are nota score of grocerymen in all 
New York City who do not sell it 
habitually to their wealthiest patrons and 
at the price of the best. butter. The 
profit is so great and the deception 
so easy that the entire trade is engaged in 
the fraud, and the wealthiest consumer in 
the city has probably eaten his full share of 
the 40,000,000 pounds of poisonous grease an- 
nually sold there under the name of butter. 

Abundant evidence is produced by the 
committee to show the evil effects of these 
adulterations. To crush out the viliainous 
business they recommend a total prohibition 
of the manufacture or sale ofall orany of 
them. The committee’s bill gives the Dairy- 
men’s Association power to enforce the pro- 
hibition. There is reason to believe that St. 
Louis is as badly vietimized in this respect 
as New York, and we have no great and 
well organized dairy interest in this State to 
make effective war on the abominable traffic. 
Can the Board of Health do nothing to pro- 
tect us? Or must it wait until some deadly 
epidemic can be traced to tie animal and 
chemical poisons with which our tradesmen 
are assailing the lives of their confiding 
customers?

History of the Benjamin Letter. 
Letter from W. F. A. Archibald to the Kaitor of the 
London Daily Telegraph. 

My attention has been called to an article in 
your issue of to-day, in which you refer at some 
length to an anonymous letter received in Au- 
gust, 1860, by my uncle, the late Sir Edward Arch- 
ibula, then British Consul at New Vork, in which 
the writer intimated that the Southern States 
would be ripe for rebellion inthe following No- 
vember, and suggested negotiations for the 
return of those States to their allegiance to the 
British Crown, Would you allow me to say that 
Sir Edward Archibald never for a moment attrib- 
uted the letter in question to Mr. Judah P. Ben- 
jamin, Queen's Counsel; nor, I should think, would 
any one who knew Mr. Benjamin have troubled 
him to repudiate such a production. The letter 
was actually recelyed, and in the then condition 
of American politics Sir Edward Archibald con- 
sidered it necessary to seud a reply,which, I need 
acarcely say, was ay indignant refusal to enter- 
tain any further communications upon the sub- 
ject. The original letter, together with 4 copy of 
the reply, are, I pelieve, atthe Foreign Office,” 
having been handed to the Secretary of State, 
But the late Sir Edward Archibald kept a copy of 
the anonymous letter, and gave another copy to 
the late Mr. Thuriow Weed, who was collect- 
ing documents relating to the civil war, upon the 
understanding that it shodla not be published 
until after the death of them both. Upon the re- 
cent decease of Mr. Thurlow Weed, his repre- 
sentative, not knowing, I presume, the terms 
upon which the copy was given, published it in 
the American papers, and Sir Edward Archibald 
did not survive him long enougu to Know of the 
publication,

The Denver Tribune is responsible for the re- 
markable doctrine that railroad treight charges 
prevent successful outside competition with in- 
dustries ip Colorado, and that in fact the extor- 
tion of the monopolies is a mighty blessing in dis- 
guise, tending to build up manufactures and 
make the honest toiler forever rich. It requires 
a full-biown protectionist to appreciate the beau- 
ties of such logic. Still there is no doubt that ex- 
cessive freight charges have exactly the same ei- 
fect upon the prosperity of a community that 
high protective duties have upon the condition of 
the toilers of the whole country; and, therefore, 
the consistent protectionist should be, and gener- 
ally is, the friend and defender of monopoly in 
every form. 

Actording tothe” Denver theory, the State of 
Nevada should be the paradise of werkingmen, 
The Comstocker aud the Base Ranger should be 
rolling in wealth and blessing the railroad that 
charges them twiceas much for freight from 
Chicago as it charges the Californians who are 
several hundred miles further from Chicago. The 
railroad is the most effectually disguised blessing 
that ever struck Nevada. It has built up the 
State to such a height of prosperity that half the 
population has cleared out for fear of getting 
rich and purse-proud, and the other haif remains 
because it can’t save money enougu to pay fares 
to the State line. Therate of taxation is ruin- 
ously high, but the valuation is so low that it is 
hard work to raise money enough to pay Lhe su- 
aries of State officials. Nevada affords a striking 
example of what railroad protection can do for a 
State.

SLOW MAIL FACTS. 
— —— 
Some Amazing Figures as to Pres- 
‘ ent Facilities. 


They Knock Out Trite Arguments Against 
a St.Louis Fast Mail--How Theory 
Differs From Practice Concerning the 
Present System. 


A conversation between a business man and a 
railroad man this morning, at whieh a Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter was present, led to an investiga- 
tion, the results of which are very interesting in- 
deed to the commercial pubiie. 

‘I jusist,” said the merchant, “that if there is 
any reason why Chicago should have a fast mail: 
there ts just as much reason why St. Louis should 
have one, and we have a perfect right to kick at 
the discrimination.” 

“But what is the use of our having a fast mail if 
it costs so much more, and yet doesn’t do you any 
good? That's my point.’’ 

“And there’s no point in it. What's the use of 
any fast mai), except to get the letters delivered 
earlier? That's why we want t.“ 

“Well, I'n just show you that you are a little 
off in your calculations. Have you ever inquired 
what time our New York mail reaches us under 
the regent system?“

„Well. it gets here by a train that reaches the 
Union Depot a little after 7 o’clock, before you 
have had your breakfast. Isn't that early enough 
for you? Now, suppose you get a fast mail. It 
will shorten tne time say feur 
or flve hours. That is to say, 
will get to St. Louis aboutzor 3 o’clock in the 
morning. What meen isthat going to do you? 
Are you going to how! fora3a.m. delivery and 

et out of atthat hour to read your mail? 

ou see, a man Ought to post himself on a subject 
dDefore he begins to shout for a reform.” 

I don’t care a continental what time that train 
is supposed to get here, and I'm doubtful about 
the correctness of your figures, but 1 do know 
from practical experience that we never get 
our New York letters until about 
half-past nine, and that nearly every second day 
we don’t get them till about eleven, and about 
alf a dozen times in a month we don’t get them 
\ill the middle of the afternoon. Now, if a fast 
mail can reduce that average about four hours, 
it’s exactly the thing we want, and we won't con- 
sider it a bil tooeariy. You may be talking the- 
ory, but I’m telling you what nappens.“ 

The railgoad man said there must be a mistake 
somewhere, and each was satified the other had 
made it.

York mall usually arrive?“ 

“Well, you Know, the New York mail comes 
over two roads. The Wabash brings in a part of 
it from Toledo, ana the Vandalia brings in the 
larger part.“

bulk of the mall, which reaches here in 
the morning via the Penusylvaula and Vandalia?” 

„That mail is due bere at the office at 8 a. .“ 

“And how much time do you allow for transit 
from the Union Depot to the office?’ 

“Thirty minutes. The train is due at the Union 
Depot at 7:30.” 

“But does it get there?” 

Not always. Bome times it is late, you know.” 

‘Do you keepa record of the time of its ar- 
riva!?“ 

“Ouly of the time at which the mails reach this 
offee. Here itis.”

“Now, Major, as to when this mail is delivered. 
How long doves it take to get it out on the routes 
after it arrives iu the office here?” 

That depends. if it arrives before the carriers 
gO out on their routes, it can be put in shape for 
delivery in twenty minutes from the time of its 
arrival.” 

„Well. for instance, if it arrives on time, when 
does it go out?“ 

It goes out with the 9 o’clock delivery if it ar- 
rives here before that hour.“ 

„But it there is a prospect of it arriving soon 
after 9 do you hold tne carriers for 1.7“ 

“No, we never hold dack the 9 
o’clock delivery, it is supposed to comprise mail 
of more importance to cur merchants than the 
New York mail, and it would not do to hold it 

ack.’ 

“So that if the New York mail gets here after 
9 1b goes out when?“ 

“It goes out by the half-past 10 delivery if it 
arrives within a reasonable time. In fact we 
hold back the 10:30 delivery for it, if we know it 
is Coming soon.“ 

“And wiien it arrives at 12 o’clock or therea- 
bouts, when does it go out on the street?” 

“Tt goes by the 2:30 p. m. delivery.” 

“So that, an anaiysis of the above exhibit for 
the first twenty-three duys of March, will show 
the following strange facts: That on eleven davs 
of the twenty-three the New York mail left the 
post-office at times varying from 9 to 
9:30, aud reached merchants in the business dis- 
tricts at times varying from 9:30 till 19:30; that 
on eight days of the twenty-three, the New York 
mail left the Post Office at times varying from 
10:30 to 10:45, and reached the merchants at times 
varying from 11:30 till 12:30; that on four days 
of the twenty-three, tee New York mail left 
the Post Office at 2:30 p. m. and reached 
the merchasts at times varying from 2:30 to 3;30 
o’ciock: that in twenty-three days the mail 
reached the Post Office once five minutes ahead 
of time and once on time; that ein twenty-three 
days it was late twenty-one times, representing a 
total of thirty-seven hours and twenty-five min- 
utes of delay, or an average delay of one hour 
and thirty-seven minutes. It must pot 
be inferred from this that all of 
the delay is attributed to the Vandalia 
Railroad Company, nor is it the purpose to show 
that the Vandalla’s service is exceptionally bad. 
The idea is simply to show what are the actual 
facts as to the delivery of mail in St. Louis. Very 
frequently trains which arrive at the Relay Depot 
on time are delayed in crossing the bridge for 
from ten to twenty minutes, and sometimes the 
mail wagonsare unable to get to the train 
until some time alter it reaches the Union Depot. 
Whatever the causes. late mails are the result, 
and, taking this experience asa test, a fast train 
whiclr would be scheduled to reach St. Louis four 
hours ahead of the train which now does the ser- 
vice would average about right for business pur- 
poses and for Western connections.

DISLIKES THE ORDER. 


An Unregistered Dentist Talks About 
the Dental Society Crusade, 
Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes is sending out 
notifications to those dentists who have failed to 
comply with the law regarding filing of dipiomas 
and the registering of names with the recorder. 
This is done on the information of the 
St. Louis Dental Association, the 
members of which are determined to en- 
force the law and thus rid the city 


of irreguiar practitioners by compeling all to reg- 
ister who are qualified. This mild form of pro- 
cedure has been adopted by Mr. Dierkes because 
there are some reputable dentists who, either 
through ignorance or negligence, have failed to 
comply with the law. One of the dentists notified 
is Dr. E. Shelp, whom a Post-DiIsPATCH reporter 
saw to-day. Dr. Shelp tell aggrieved that his 
name should have been published among 
the irreguiar dentists, although it was stated 
that some of ther were reputable 
practitioners. He said: In the first place the 
statement of the law requiring dentists to register 
is detective, as it omits to inform the public that, 
under that law, any person who chose to consider 
himself a dentist, and was, before the date on 
which the privilege of registering expired, 
engaged ih carpentering teeth’ could pay his fee 
and elaim the benefitof the law, and be taken 
under the protection of the Dental Association.” 

“Are there any registered dentists Who are not 
reguiar graduates?” f 

Ves. there were registered numerous so-called 
dentists who never possessed a diploma or had 
more than three months“ experience in a dental 
office, and, in fact, one of these registered dent- 
ists, who was until recently a barber, admitted to 
me that he was ignorant of the art of dentistry. 
j do not pretend to say that the whole body of 
registered dentisis are “frauds and confidence 
men.“ though it could be said as well of them as 
of the unregistered dentists. There is another 
fact which should de noted, The Dental Associa- 
tion never has included in its membership all the 
reputable and skillful members of the pro- 
fession, but there are many with diplomas 
from established colleges aud fine records who 
have never joined it. have practiced myself for 
twenty-five years and have belonged to two State 
dental associations, and yet it is proposed to rule 
me out of the city.’’ 

“Why did not ull reputable dentists comply 
with the law?” 

“When the law was enacted the Dental Asso- 
ciation notified its members and none others of 
Us existence, and those who were not members 
and did hot chauce to learn of it were left out in 
the cold, Itisan attempt to destroy all dentists 
who do not choose to joiu in sustaining a scale of 
prices which will confine the benefits of skillful 
work to the wealthy.” 

AT THE FOUR COURTS. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes was 
visited to-day by several dentists whose attention 
has been called to the fact that “ay | are viplat- 
ing a statute in failing to register, Some of the 
callers admitted that they did not have diplomas 
and could not register on that‘account. The Dental 
Society has decided on sirictly enforcing the law 
both for the benefit of themselves and the public, 
Those dentisis practiciag without diplomas will 
be forced to pass the necessary examination or 
take in their shingles.
